- MEMORIALS of the erection and conſecration of our churches 


by inſcriptions, | are not numerous in general, but antecedently 
to the Norman conqueſt, they are indeed exceeding fare. 
Mr. Pegge, in a Sylloge, which he has made of them, and 
which it is to be hoped he will hereafter favour the Society 
with, ſays, that there are not more than three or four that 
actually precede the Norman ra. For though we have ſeveral 
that reſpe& the Saxon times by commemorating the founders. 
of that nation, yet they have been compoſed, and engraved in 
later days, and. conſequently cannot always be depended upon. : 
 Tamis, which is the ſubject of the following paper, is 
ſingular and valuable curioſity. It is engraved on one intire free 
ſtone of large dimenſions, being feven feet five inches long, 
one foot ten inches high, and in perfect preſervation, except a 
ſmall part in the centre, where the inſcription is disfigured, but 
not obliterated, by the weather. This feems in ſome meaſure 
to be owing to its being defended by the porch which 'entirely 
covers it, except at two angles, and conſequently - muſt have 
been of later erection, and from its having been formerly plaiſtered 
over with lime, or ſome other cement, as appears by the re- 
mains of it in the interſtices of the letters, and in the vacancy, 
where the hand of the dial has been broken away. The in-

IT is obvious, ſays that ew: maſter of Saxon "Iiterature, 
from the poſition of this dial, that it was intended for a direct 
South dial, deſcribed on the plane of the prime vertical; on 
the back part, or North fide of which, the ſun never ſhines 
from the autumnal to the vernal equmox. Now ſuch a dial 
may, with great propriety, be called a dial for the winter 
half of the year; becauſe it exhibits the whole of the ſun's 
diurnal courſe while he is in the Southern or winter part of 
the ecliptic, but not when he is in the Northern or men half 
of it. | 

Tas being premiſed, be has no doubt but that the Saxon 
legend was intended as a deſcription of ſuch a Som, ergy Now

Tre minſter, or church, at this place, was dedicated, it ſeems, 
to Gregory the Pope, as was very natural, he being ſo in- 
ſtrumental in introducing the Chriſtian religion amongſt the

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Saxons in this iſland ; and it appears from an agreement made 
between the Monks of Rievaulx and the Canons of Newburgh, 


dated anno 1190, 2 Rich. I. that. the church of Kirkdale was 


then called the church of St. Gregory. The words are, perpetuo 
tenenda; praeter ecclefiam et coemiterium Sti. G regori de Kirk- 
dale [a]. The name is written with its Latin termination. Gre- 
gorius, and i it may be obſerved, that though the Saxons ſeldom la- 
tinized their own names, not even on the coins, where the ſtile 
ſeemed to require it; yet, as appears from the Saxon Chronicle, 
the Saxon verſion of Bede, and the Saxon Homily, publiſhed 


by Mrs. Elſtob [2], they generally retained foreign names in 


their Latin form, as Gregorius, Auguſtinus, Mellitus, Lau- 


rentius, Petrus, Johannes, Juſtus, &c. probably not knowing, 


or not being certain of, the vernacular termination of thoſe 
names in the country from whence they came. 
THz time when this inſcription was engraved, may be Fog 


| mined within a few years. Tofti [c], who was 4th ſon of 
Godwin, Earl of Kent, and brother to King Harold [4], was 


made Earl of Northumberland [e] by King Edward the Con- 
feflor, anno 10 56, upon the death of Earl Siward, whoſe fon 
Waltheof was then but a child, and unable to governſf}. 
The kingdom of Northumberland, in the Saxon Heptarchy, 


included that part of the county of Vork which was called 


Deira, viz. between the rivers 'Humber and T es, in which

. Earr 2% being of a bold and turbulent diſpoftion, did 
not long enjoy his new honours; for having been, guiley of 
many. cruel acts of oppreſſion, particularly in Vorkſhire, it fo 
diſguſted the gentry of the county, that they roſe, and after 
having murthered many of his ſervants at Vork, to the number 
of twp hundred and upwards, as my author lays [g, expelled 
him the country, to which he never returned to govern, but

Tais revolution happened anno 1065, nine years after his 
creation; and as it is not probable that any memorial. of his 
government would: be erected after | his expu Iſion, particularly 
y a diſguſted people, it may reaſonably be inferred, that the 
church was rebuilt, and this inſcription engraved, between the 
years 1056, and 1065. when, as appears in Doomſday Book, 
many of our churches were in being, even in villages, and no

buildings, 
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buildings, as might be eaſily ſhewn, yet at this time, viz. in 
the eleventh century, many were made of ſtone. 

Tux materials of which Kirędale church is compoſed vary 
m different parts of it, which may be attributed to the different 
repairs it has undergone; but it is obſervable, that the circum- 
ftauces of the fabric, betoken it to be of an Ante Normannic 
date. The arch of the door, over which the inſcription 1 1s placed, 
as you will fee by the view, is circular, as is alſo the arch at 
the Weſt end of the church. As to the windows, they are 
conceived to be of a modern date; and indeed at firſt they were 
little better than holes with ordinary lattices [i in moſt of our 
churches, And whereas there are three mitred arches within 
the church ſeparating the nave from the ifle on the North, 
this iſle was probably added long after the firſt erection of the 
body of the church, for the enlargement of the building, and, 
the accommodation of an increaſing pariſh; conſequently theſe. 
arches of the Norman taſte and ſtyle were probably made 
fince the Conqueſt, when the church was enlarged with the 

. Hle, and therefore are no objection to any thing here advanced. 

Tux next thing to be conſidered is, who were the parties 
mentioned in the infeription, and particularly Orm, whoſe 
piety reſtored the church, and furniſhed us with ſuch a curious 
monument of Saxon antiquity; and on this head we receive 
much light from that valuable record called Doomſday Bock; 
in which it appears, that in the time of Edward the Confeſſor, 
he was owner of Kirkdale, and all the adjacent country.

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Axy beſides theſe he poſſeſſed Waletun, Hoton, Gedlingeſ more 
and Hoveton, alſo berwicks to Kirkby-Moorſide, and the manors 
of Lecheſthorp, Holecher, and Breibi, Lanton, Cheretorp, Bred- 
dale, Bedręſtorp, Schireburne and Heſlerion; Bagebi, and its 
 berwicks, viz. Chirchebi, Carleton, Iſelbec, Sudtune, Ardene 
and Chipuic; the manor of Crubeclive and its berwicks, 
Danebi, Lelun, Brofton and Camiſedale; and the manor of 
Hyovingham, and its berwicks, vis. Wad, Frideton, Holtorp,

from the extract from Doomſday, before given, were berwicks 

to Chirchebi, or Kirkby Moorſide, of which Orm was lord; 
and whereas a church and prieſt are mentioned as being at the 
latter place, and none at Wellebrune, or any of the berwicks 
belonging to Kirkby-Moorſide, it is very probable that the 
church of Kirkdale was conſidered in Doomſday -Book, as the

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to Earl Siward [q], whom Toſti ſucceeded in the Earldom of 
Northumberland ; and Aldgitha another married Lyulph, a 
Saxon Thane in Durham, anceſtor of the Lords Lumley, and 
of Richard, now Earl of Scarbrough [r]. The ſame authority (s] 
alſo informs us, that Gamel, ſon of Ornus (which perhaps ſhould 
be read Ormus), was put to death by Earl Toſti, in his own 
chamber at York [z], which probably might be from the great 
influence which his poſſeſſions and alliances might give him in 
oppoſing the ambitious deſigns of that Earl, and furniſhes 
another proof of the date of the 1nſcription; as from the diſguſt 


that Orm, the ſon of Gamel, muſt naturally have had to the 


murtherer of his father, and the uſurper of the Earldom of his 
nephew [4], would prevent his noticing Toſti i in any memorial 
erected after his expulſion in 1065, and corroborates the con- 
jecture, that the inſcription was engraved, and the church re- 


built, before the flight of that Earl into Flanders.

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Elſi had iſſue, Waltheof, two other ſons, and a daughter Eda; 
which Waltheof was to have fought againſt Coſpatric, ſon of 
Coſpatric, ſon of Arkil, by Sigrida, his wife, daughter of Kilvert, 
{on of Sigulf, a Saxon Thane in Yorkſhire, and ſecond huſband of 
Ecgfrida, daughter of Aldune, biſhop of Durham. But further 
concerning the poſterity of Orm, ſon of Game!, does not appear; 
and it is probable, that at the Conqueſt, they, like many others. 
of the Saxon nobility, were reduced to a mean eſtate; but I 
have ſent you a genealogical table of his alliances, extracted 
from the pedigree:of the ancient Saxon Earls of Northumberland. 
in my baronage, which in theſe relations much helps to elu-- 
cidate their hiſtory, and which is chiefly. compoſed from the 
Chronicle of Simeon of Durham. I am happy alſo in having 
for its authority, the notes and obſervations of the ingenious. 
and learned Auguſtine Vincent, Eſq. Windſor Herald, and 
Keeper of the Records in the Tower in the laſt century, who 
hath inſerted it in two- of his valuable manuſcripts, now depo- 
fited in the library of this college [x]. 
Tls inſcription is not more remarkable for its antiquity, 
than the particulars it affords, which, though not of any great 
conſequence, are more in number than occur in any other that 
has hitherto been met with. Firſt, there was a church erected 
at this place before the cjeventh century, which being de- 
moliſhed previous to the Conqueſt, either by the Danes, or by 
Toſti in the feuds which diſtreſſed this county during his- 
government of the Northumbrian kingdom, when Game, 
father of Orm, lord of the manor, and all the adjacent country, 
was ſlain; it was after rebuilt by Orm the ſon, of whom, 
and his connexions, we have . a particular account from

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the moſt authentic records [y. Secondly, we have the archi- 
tects of the new church ſpecified, ¶Hehitle, and his aſſociates. 
3dly, the time to a reaſonable degree of preciſion. Athly, the 
church continued ſacred to the ſame Saint after its re-edification, 
as it was before, which was not always the caſe, the Saint or 
Patron being ſometimes varied upon a re-conſecration ; where- 
upon it may be allo further noted, that Chrjf is here conjoined 
with the particular, or more immediate Saint, as was frequent: 
God, or the bleſſed Virgin, or our Saviour, often occurring in 
the dedication of churches along with the local tutelary. 5thly, 
the name of the workman who engraved the inſcription, 
Hawarth, 6thly, the name of the incumbent of the living, 
or prieſt, Brand. 

Tux fituation of Kiridale church is extremely beautiful and: 
romantic, though the building itſelf makes but a mean ap- 
pearance, as you will ſee by the draught, having little worth: 
obſervation, except the inſcription, either externally or within.. 
It is ſituated in a fruitful vale, ſurrounded with hanging woods, 
and watered with a brook ; the whole ſecluded from the world,. 
being far removed from any inhabitants, and well adapted to 
give us an idea of the wiſdom and piety of our Saxon anceſtors, . 
in chuſing for ſuch a purpoſe, a ſituation. ſo well calculated to 
inſpire with devotion. 

Hen Fitz-Baldric, to whom the ente gave the eſtate 
which had belonged to Orm the ſon of Gamel in theſe parts,

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had iſſue, Erneburga his daughter and ſole heir, married to 
Robert de Stuteville, or de Stutti villa, ſon of Robert de Stute- 
ville, ſurnamed Grandeboef, or de Fronte Bovis [Z], a Norman,

Henry I. Robert his father, fighting in behalf of Robert Curt- 
hoſe, at the battle of Tinchebray in Normandy, againſt King 


Henry, was there taken priſoner, and ſent into England; where- 
upon the King ſeized upon all the lands belonging to him and 
is ſon, and gave them to Nigell de Albini, anceſtor of the 
noble family of the Mowbrays, Dukes of Norfolk [a]. 
NiceLL de Albini held the eſtate till his death, and was 
ſucceeded. by Roger de Mowbray his ſon [e], who, while in 
poſſeſſion of Kirby Morſheved, gave Wellburne a member thereof, 


and the tithes of the ſame, to Rievaulx abbey, near Helmeſley, 
which had then been lately founded by Walter Eſpec, anceſtor 


to the Lords Roſs ; but in this charter he particularly excepts 


the church of Wellburne and ſix bovates of land belonging

Id the 22 Hen. II. Robert de Stuteville, who had married 
Erneburga, the heir of Hugh Fitz Baldric, who ſucceeded Orm, 
laid claim to the barony of Roger de Mowbray, which had. 
been forfeited to the crown for the rebellion of Robert Grande- 
boef his father; whereupon they came to an agreement: 
that Roger de Mowbray ſhould reſtore. the lordſhip, of Kirkby- 
Morſheved, with its appurtenances, including MWellburne, to the: 
ſaid Robert de Stuteville, to hold of him by the ſervice of nine 
knight's fees [/]. 

BEING thus repoſſeſſed of his eſtate, he was ſucceeded by 
Robert his ſon, who ſeems to have confirmed all the religious 

rants which Mowbray his predeceſſor had made to various 
monaſteries of the lands of his inheritance while in his pof- 
ſeſſion ; and. (inter alia), for the welfare of the. ſouls of himſelf, 
of Robert his grandfather, Robert his father, Erneburga his 
mother, Helewiſe his wife, and, with conſent of William his: 
ſon, and his other ſons, he confirmed to the Monks of Rievaulx, 
Welleburne with its appurtenances, which had been the inhe-- 
ritance of his. anceſtors [g]; in which charter, in deſcribing. 
the boundaries of the. manor, as it had formerly been peram-- 
bulated by Roger de Mowbray and his men of Rydale, he men- 
tions Eccleſia de. Kirkedald, This is noticed, becauſe it adds a; 
further proof, that the church has been indiſcriminately called. 
| Wellburne, and Kirkdale, and confirms it's ſituation within the 
berewick of Wellburne, of which Orm, the ſon of Gamel, was. 
* in the time of Edward the Confeſſor; having doubtleſs

THe Stutevilles continued to flouriſh as barons in the North 
of England, till the time of Henry III. Kirkby-Morſheved, and 
Cottingham near Beverley, which was alſo given to Hugh 
Fitz-Baldric their anceſtor by the Conqueror [H], being the heads 
of their barony; but in that reign they expired in an heir— 
feinale married into the family of the Lords Wake, who founded 
Cottingham Priory [7], and have many ages ſince loſt their 
great eſtates in Yorkſhire. But there are families in the county 
who yet inherit property by deſcent from the Stutevilles, par- 
ticularly Sir William S'Quintin, bart. his manor of Harpham ; 
and Sir Griffith Boynton, bart. the manor of Burton- Agnes, 
through the heirs of Griffith, barons Somerville, barons Morley 
of Morpeth, Stuteville, and Fitz-Baldric ; Hugh Fitz-Baldric 
being lord thereof by the name of Borheton, when 8 ROOng

Tre Abbey of Newburgh continued in poſſeſ 10n of the 
patronage of Kirkdale till the diffolution ; when I preſume it 
was leaſed to John Nevile, Lord Latimer, who had a conſi- 
derable eſtate in theſe parts. For that nobleman, by his will, 
dated 12th September 1542, 34 Hen. VIII. proved 15th March 
following [/], leaves to his daughter Margaret 500 marks, and

WW Mr. BROOKE on 4 Saxon Inſeription. | 7 
his leaſe of the parſonage of Kirkdale, From this lady it came 
to Elizabeth her niece, daughter and coheir of John Nevile, 
Lord Latimer, who married Sir John Danvers; of Daunteſey in 
Wiltſhire, knight In], and had iflue Henry Danvers, created 
Earl of Danby, who was poſſeſſed of it, and gave it to the 
_ univerſity of Oxford, I ſuppoſe anno 1632, when he founded 
the phyſic garden there, for they are the preſent owners. The 
arms of this nobleman, a cheveron between three mullets of 
ſix points, pierced, and ſurmounted with an Earl's coronet; 
together with thoſe of the univerſity of Oxford, are painted on 
the wall of the chancel. 

THeRE are three manors in- the pariſh of Kirkdale: Winkleen, 
which 1s part of the great eſtate that Thomas Duncombe of 
Duncombe-Park in Helmeſley, Eſq. enjoys in this county, 
Nawton belonging to William Whitehead of Nawton, Eſq. 
who has a leaſe of the rectorial tithes of the whole pariſh from 
the univerſity of Oxford, and pays a ſtipend of L. 10 per ann. 
to the curate; and Welburne to George Strangeways Robinſon, 
of Welburne, Eſq. whoſe grandfather acquired it by marriage 
with the heireſs of Gibſon of Welburne. The latter gentleman 
is the eldeſt branch of the ancient houſe of Strangeways, for- 
merly of great account in this, and other counties a], who 
changed their name in the beginning of the preſent centuy for 
the eſtate of the Robinſons of Thornton-Riſeborough. His 
family bury at Kirkdale, and within the altar rails are ſome 
elegant monuments erected to them and the Gibſons.
